The  2004  Boston  Pops  season  marks  Keith  Lockhart's  10th 
season  as  Boston  Pops  conductor.  Over  the  past  near-decade 
with  the  orchestra,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  honored  the  Boston  Pops' 
proud  history,  while  breaking  new  ground  at  this  venerable 
American  institution. 


Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  released 
eight  critically  and  popularly  acclaimed  albums  on  RCA  Victor. 
The  Celtic  Album  (1998)  was  nominated  for  a Grammy 
Award  and  The  Latin  Album  (2000)  received  a nomination  for 
Best  Pop  Instrumental  Album  at  the  2001  Latin  Grammy  Awards. 


In  February  1995,  at  age  35,  Mr.  Lockhart  became  the  20th 
conductor  of  the  orchestra  since  its  establishment  in  1885. 

Mr.  Lockhart  succeeded  John  Williams,  who  held  the  position 
from  1980  to  1993.  Mr.  Lockhart  is  only  the  third  conductor 
to  lead  the  orchestra  since  1930,  when  Arthur  Fiedler  began 
his  unprecedented  50-year  tenure  as  head  of  the  orchestra. 

Keith  Lockhart  has  many  outstanding  accomplishments  to 
his  credit.  Fie  has  conducted  more  than  700  concerts  and 
made  56  television  shows,  including  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops; 
the  annual  July  Fourth  spectacular  shown  nationally  on  CBS; 
and  the  orchestra's  annual  holiday  special,  produced  and 
aired  in  Boston  on  CBS4.  The  2002  July  Fourth  broadcast 
was  nominated  for  an  Emmy  Award,  and  "Fiddlers  Three," 
telecast  on  Evening  at  Pops,  won  the  2002  ASCAP  Deems 
Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast  category. 

Keith  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  21  national  tours, 
four  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea,  and  performances 
at  Carnegie  Flail.  Under  Mr.  Lockhart's  direction,  the  orchestra 
has  dramatically  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing 
to  enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas 
across  the  country.  In  2002,  he  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the 
first  orchestra  performance  at  a Super  Bowl  at  the  pregame 
show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  in  New  Orleans.  Last  summer, 

Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  orchestra  in  its  third  consecutive  visit  to 
Japan,  as  well  as  on  a seven-city  Baby  Boomer  Bash  tour  of 
American  summer  music  festivals.  Last  winter,  in  his  25th  tour 
in  just  nine  seasons,  Mr.  Lockhart  embarked  on  a Holiday 
Pops  tour  of  the  eastern  United  States.  In  February,  he  led  the 
orchestra  in  its  first  concert  at  New  York's  Radio  City  Music  Hall 
since  the  Fiedler  era,  which  featured  Broadway  star  Linda  Eder. 


Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in 
1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began 
his  musical  studies  with  piano 
lessons  at  age  seven.  He  holds 
degrees  from  Furman  University 
in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie- 
Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh. 

Prior  to  the  Boston  Pops, 

Mr.  Lockhart  acted  as  Associate 
Conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati 
Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops 
orchestras.  Since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  been  Music 
Director  of  the  Utah  Symphony.  He  led  the  Utah  Symphony 
as  part  of  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Lockhart  has  guest-conducted  the  major  symphony 
orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles, 
Minnesota,  Montreal,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco, 
Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  He  opened  the  2002-03 
Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring 
cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  he  will  return  to  Saint  Louis  this  year. 

He  has  also  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin 
on  New  Year's  Eve  and  the  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of 
Amsterdam.  Mr.  Lockhart  made  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut, 
leading  Puccini's  Tosca  in  March  and  April.  Other  notable 
engagements  include  his  first  major  opera  production, 

Douglas  Moore's  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with  the 
Washington  (D.C.)  Opera,  and  recent  debuts  with  the  New 
York  Chamber  Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.

THE  PERFORMERS 


David  Lee  Roth  & Jennifer  Holliday 


David  Lee  Roth 


Beginning  as  the  quarterback  for  legendary  bad-boy  rock 
band  Van  Halen  in  its  heyday,  David  Lee  Roth  has  grown 
into  a successful  solo  artist,  music  video  pioneer,  and  world 
traveler. 

Five  top-selling,  multi-platinum  albums  with  the  Van  Halen 
brothers  and  an  eight-album-strong  solo  career  has  found  him 
in  cahoots  with  music  legends  such  as  Nile  Rogers,  Steve  Vai 
and  Edger  Winter. 

Roth's  unique  combination  of  classic  pop,  stagecraft,  burlesque 
humor,  and  startling  wit  has  made  him  one  of  the  most 
famous  — and  infamous  — names  in  rock  'n'  roll.  Since  his 
1977  debut,  Roth  has  become  one  of  the  most  beloved 


characters  in  popular  music  to  grace  the  stage  and  screen. 
This  year,  Roth  is  celebrating  his  25th  anniversary  since 
making  his  album  debut. 

Hot  on  the  heels  of  his  recent  stints  as  a guest  DJ  at  radio 
stations  across  the  country  and  as  a frequent  guest  on  the 
Howard  Stern  Show,  David  is  starting  to  flex  his  thespian 
chops.  His  MTV  Dave-TV  spots  paved  the  way  for  his  recent 
VH-1  special  ( David  Lee  Roth  — I /HI  Classic  4th  of  July 
Christmas  Special ) and  commentator  role  ( The  Greatest: 
50  Greatest  Funny  Moments  in  Music,  The  Greatest: 

40  Greatest  Celebrity  Feuds , / Love  The  70s:  1970,  and 
others).  He  recently  appeared  on  HBO's  smash  hit  The 
Sopranos  as  a poker-playing  guest  of  Tony  Soprano. 


Jennifer  Holliday 

Jennifer  Holliday  is  a "singer's  singer."  Discovered  at  the  age 
of  17,  Holliday  made  her  New  York  debut  in  Vinnette  Carroll's 
Broadway  revival  of  Your  Arm's  Too  Short  to  Box  With  God. 

At  the  age  of  21,  her  portrayal  of  the  heroine,  Effie  "Melody" 
White  in  Dreamgirls  garnered  her  the  1982  Tony  award  for 
"Best  Actress  in  a Musical"  and  her  first  Grammy  award  for 
"Best  R&B  Female  Vocal  Performance"  for  her  signature  Top 
40  hit  from  Dreamgirls,  "And  I am  Telling  You  I'm  Not  Going." 
Her  second  Grammy  came  three  years  later  for  her  rendition 
of  Duke  Ellington's  "Come  Sunday,"  a moving  tribute  to  the 
late  Mahalia  Jackson. 

Ms.  Holliday  has  appeared  on  numerous  television  shows. 

Her  most  memorable  role  was  as  a recurring  guest  star  on 
the  hit  series  Ally  McBeal  (where  she  portrayed  Lisa  Knowles, 
the  outspoken  choir  director  at  Ally's  church.)  She  made  her 
motion  picture  debut  in  The  Rising  Place,  an  independent  film 
for  flatland  pictures  for  which  she  also  wrote  and  performed 
the  theme  song  "You've  Got  to  Rise  Up."

Hall  Debut  for  PBS  Television 
in  the  primetime  special 
"My  Favorite  Broadway:

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GUIDE  TO  SERVICES 


HOW  MANY  SECURITY  PERSONNEL 
WILL  BE  IN  PLACE  TO  PROTECT 
BOSTON'S  FOURTH  OF  JULY? 

Boston's  Fourth  of  July  is  held  on  property 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
The  public  safety  presence  is  maintained  by 
the  Massachusetts  State  Police  on  the  Boston 
and  Cambridge  sides  of  the  Charles  River. 
Hundreds  of  public  safety  officers  patrol  the 
property  on  foot,  horseback,  and  motorcycles,  in 
boats  and  in  the  air.  Public  safety  is  augmented 
by  the  Park  Rangers  of  the  Department  of 
Conservation  and  Recreation.  Other  public  safety 
agencies  include  Boston  EMS,  Massachusetts 
National  Guard,  Boston  Police,  Boston  Fire, 
Cambridge  Police,  Cambridge  Fire,  MBTA 
Police,  State  Fire  Marshal,  Environmental 
Police,  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  and  the  FBI. 

WHAT  ARE  THE  SECURITY 
REGULATIONS  AT  THIS  YEAR'S  EVENT? 

Please  note  the  following: 

(1)  The  area  from  in  front  of  the  concession 
stand  to  the  Hatch  Shell  will  be  restricted  on 
a first  come,  first  served  basis.  Those  seeking 
admittance  should  prepare  to  have  bags  and 
coolers  checked  and  their  person  searched 
before  entering  the  area. 


Those  allowed  to  enter  will  be  given  a 
wristband,  which  must  be  worn  at  all  times 
during  the  event.  This  will  allow  access  in 
and  out  of  the  secure  area;  however,  when 
re-entering,  you  are  subject  to  being  searched, 
and  any  bags  and  coolers  will  be  subject  to 
being  checked.  For  those  outside  the  restricted 
area,  your  bags,  backpacks,  coolers,  etc.,  might 
be  checked  at  some  point. 

(2)  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of 
the  lagoons  and  will  not  be  able  to  anchor 
within  100  feet  of  shore.  As  always,  there 
will  be  a 1 ,000-foot  safety  zone  around  the 
fireworks  barges. 

WILL  THE  OVAL  AREA  BE  CLOSED  OFF 
AT  ANY  POINT  DURING  THE  EVENT? 

Yes.  At  some  point  during  the  day  (last  year  at 
approximately  2 PM),  no  additional  wristbands 
into  the  secure  area  will  be  handed  out. 
Announcements  will  be  made  when  all 
those  with  wristbands  will  need  to  return  to 
the  secure  area. 

WHAT  IF  I LOSE  MY  WRISTBAND? 

If  you  lose  your  wristband,  you  will  not  be 
allowed  back  in  the  Oval  area,  even  if  family 
or  friends  are  seated  there.  You  will  need  to 
wait  in  line  again.  You  will  only  be  admitted 


into  the  secure  area  if  there  are  additional 
wristbands  available  at  that  time. 

HOW  WILL  I KNOW  THE  WEATHER? 

Boston's  Fourth  of  July  hires  a weather 
service  to  track  weather  patterns.  If  a shower 
or  thunderstorm  is  approaching,  we  will  keep 
you  informed  over  the  public  address  system. 
In  the  case  of  severe  weather,  public  safety 
has  made  contingency  plans. 

IS  THE  CONCERT  OR  FIREWORKS 
EVER  CANCELLED? 

Only  in  the  case  of  severe  weather  would 
the  concert  be  cancelled.  There  is  no  rain 
date  for  the  concert.  Fireworks  can  be  fired 
in  the  rain,  but  cannot  be  fired  in  high  winds. 
Should  that  be  the  case,  the  rain  date  for 
the  fireworks  is  July  5 at  9:30  PM. 

BOATING  INFORMATION 

Boats  will  not  be  allowed  to  anchor  or  transit 
through  the  fireworks  barge  safety  zone. 

Boats  are  not  allowed  to  anchor  or  transit 
within  100  feet  of  shore  along  the  Esplanade 
from  June  28  - July  5. 

The  Craigie  Drawbridge  by  the  Museum  of 
Science  at  the  Charles  River  Dam  is  closed 
on  July  4 at  10  PM  and  will  not  open  for 


boat  traffic  until  July  5 at  1 2 AM.  For  more 
info,  please  contact  the  DCR  at  617-727-0488 
or  monitor  Marine  Channel  16. 

E3  IS  THERE  WHEELCHAIR-ACCESSIBLE  SEATING? 

Yes.  Reserved  seating  for  people  with  disabilities 
is  available  on  a first  come,  first  served  basis. 
Each  such  person  may  only  bring  one  guest. 
As  is  the  case  with  the  entire  event,  once  the 
area  is  filled,  no  additional  people  will  be 
admitted.  All  will  be  subject  to  the  security 
check  mentioned  earlier.  Wheelchair-accessible 
restrooms  are  available  at  the  event. 

+ WHAT  IF  THERE  IS  A MEDICAL  EMERGENCY? 

Nearly  125  Emergency  Medical  Services 
personnel  are  positioned  in  Boston  and 
Cambridge  to  service  the  event  (see  map). 
They  are  stationed  in  tents,  on  bikes,  golf 
carts,  and  two  "water  ambulances"  to  get 
quickly  to  shoreline  or  boats.  A number  of 
ambulances  are  parked  on  side  streets  in 
both  Boston  and  Cambridge  to  quickly  exit 
the  area  with  patients,  should  an  emergency 
arise.  Boston  EMS  operates  two  mist  tents  on 
Storrow  Drive  and  Mugar  Way  during  the  day 
as  a precautionary  measure  against  the  heat. 


p HOW  CAN  I HEAR  THE  CONCERT 
AND  FIREWORKS  MUSIC? 

There  are  two  dozen  sound  towers  on  the 
Boston  side  of  the  river.  The  sound  system 
is  operational  from  noon  to  1 1 :30  PM  on  the 
Fourth.  During  the  afternoon,  public  service 
announcements  and  recorded  music  are 
broadcast  over  the  system.  In  the  rest  of 
the  area,  tune  your  radio  to  WBZ  News 
Radio  1030. 

ARE  THE  CONCERT  AND  FIREWORKS 
BROADCAST  ON  TELEVISION  OR 
ON  THE  RADIO? 

Boston's  Fourth  of  July  has  both  television 
and  radio  partners.  The  "Boston  Pops 
Fireworks  Spectacular"  can  be  seen  locally  on 
CBS4  and  nationally  on  the  CBS  Television 
Network.  Radio  broadcasts  of  the  show  can 
be  heard  on  WBZ  News  Radio  1030. 

CAN  I BUY  FOOD  AT  THE  EVENT? 

There  are  several  vendors  in  Boston 
and  Cambridge.  All  vendors  must  be  in 
compliance  with  local  and  state  boards  of 
health  and  fire  department  laws.  Vendors 
are  permitted  through  the  DCR. 


EQ  WHERE  ARE  THE  RESTROOMS? 

There  are  over  300  portable  restrooms 
located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge  (see  map).

WHAT  IS  THIS  YEAR'S  FIREWORKS 
DISPLAY  SAYING  TO  THE  AUDIENCE? 

The  2004  version  of  Boston's  Fourth  of  July 
relies  heavily  on  the  emotion  of  "home." 
Flome  towns,  memories  of  childhood,  family, 
and  friends  were  the  inspiration  for  both 
the  musical  format  and,  by  definition,  the 
pyrotechnic  choreography. 

WHAT  IS  THE  HARDEST  PART,  AND  THE 
BEST  PART,  OF  CREATING  A PYROMUSICAL? 

The  hardest  part  of  a production  with 
the  level  of  complexity  of  Boston's  is  the 
technical  infrastructure  design.  The  advent 
of  computerization  and  CAD  layouts  gives 
us  a creative  freedom  that  we  had  never 
dreamed  of  (which  is  the  best  part)  but 
requires  considerable  attention  to  detail.

ONE  THING  YOU  WISH  FIREWORKS 
COULD  DO,  BUT  CAN'T? 

We  go  to  rather  extraordinary  lengths  to 
find  and/or  develop  pyrotechnic  products 
that  are  both  accurate  and  intriguing  in 
their  effects.  However,  the  ability  to  put 
these  effects  repeatedly  in  exactly  the  right 
place  on  the  "Sky  Stage"  has  elluded  us. 
There  are  developments  ongoing  that  may 
solve  this  in  the  future,  but  for  now,  we 
make  educated  guesses.

Once  again,  Boston's  Fourth  of  July  is 
pleased  to  welcome  the  pilots  of  the  102nd 
Fighter  Wing  from  their  Otis  Air  National 
Guard  Base  headquarters  on  Cape  Cod. 

The  102nd  Fighter  Wing  is  equipped 
with  the  F-15  Eagle,  America's  premier  air 
sovereignty  fighter  aircraft.  Crews  at  Otis 
Guard  Base  are  on  continuous  alert  guarding 
our  skies,  specifically  the  Northeast  United 
States.  The  wing  is  an  integral  part  of  an 
expeditionary  aerospace  force,  which  is 
immediately  deployable  to  support  U.S.  Air 
Force  requirements  anywhere  in  the  world. 

Two  turbofan  engines  power  the  F-15 
Eagle,  which  has  a range  of  1,500  miles, 
and  can  fly  as  high  as  65,000  feet  at  more 
than  two  times  the  speed  of  sound.  At  63 
feet,  9 inches  long,  with  a wingspan  of  42 


feet,  9 inches,  the  Eagle  is  also  capable  of 
aerial  refueling. 

The  F-15  is  an  "air  superiority"  tactical  fighter 
aircraft,  indicating  its  mission  of  excellent 
defense.  These  aircraft  do  not  drop  bombs 
or  fire  missiles  at  ground  targets.  The  F-15 
A & B are  specifically  designed  to  engage  in 
air-to-air  combat  with  enemy  aircraft. 

Because  of  its  strategic  coastal  location  in 
the  northeast  sector  of  the  United  States, 
the  wing's  base  at  Cape  Cod  is  ideal.  Today, 
the  102nd  Fighter  Wing  plays  a lead  role 
in  homeland  defense  as  fighter  jets  from 
the  wing  were  the  first  to  respond  to  the 
terrorist  attacks  on  New  York  City. 

The  102nd  Fighter  Wing  flies  to  protect 
over  90  million  people,  500,000  square 


miles,  and  major  industrial  centers  of 
Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Detroit, 
and  the  national  command  centers  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Most  Air  National  Guard  pilots  are  either 
full-time  military  or  civilian  professional 
pilots,  many  of  whom  are  the  same  pilots 
you  trust  when  you  fly  commercial  airlines. 

The  1,100  dedicated  men  and  women  of 
the  102nd  Fighter  Wing  live  out  its  motto, 
"Omnis  Vir  Tigris"  (Everyone  a Tiger).
